a great  deal  for  their  religion. 
He  said  Spencer’s  wife  eventu- 
ally lost  .her  life  during  the  pio- 
neer journey  across  the  plains 
rather  than  abandon  her  church. 
She  was  offered  the  comforts 
of  home  if  she  would  forsake 
Mormonism.  Rather  than  do  so, 
she  died  on  the  plains.

Jtoro  for  part  of  oratorio  to  be  presented  Thursday

The  story  of  Elijah  will  be  told  in  mus- 
ical drama  Thursday  at  8:15  p.m.  in  Joseph 
Smith  Auditorium.  The  combined  BYU  Ora- 
torio Choir  and  Symphony  Orchestra  di- 
rected by  Dr.  John  R.  Halliday  will  present 
Felix  Mendelssohn’s  oratorio  “Elijah.” 

THE  76  MEMBER  Oratorio  Choir,  or- 
ganized this  year  for  the  first  time  at  BYU, 
makes  its  first  public  appearance  Thurs- 
day night,  said  Richard  Pixton,  assistant 
conductor  of  the  choir. 

“Elijah”  is  ideal  for  an  inaugural  pre- 
sentation, asserted  Mr.  Pixton.  “It  has  been 
a success  since  it  was  first  performed,”  he 
said. 

“It  is  one  of  the  really  fine  standard 
works,  with  beautiful  solo  passages  and 
melodies,  magnificent,  very  well  known 
choruses  and  interesting  orchestral  writ- 
ing” explained  Mr.  Pixton. 

THE  PORTRAYAL  of  Elijah  begins  in 
the  middle  of  his  life,  continued  Mr.  Pixton. 
The  setting  is  a scene  of  idolatry  among 
the  people  to  whom  Elijah  the  prophet  is 
assigned  to  preach  repentance. 

To  prove  that  he  represents  the  true 
living  God  Elijah  calls  down  fire  which  con- 
sumes his  sacrifice.  Elijah  thereafter  closes 
the  heavens  ..causing  a famine  for  three 
years. 


THE  PEOPLE  repent  and  the  rains  are 
sent  again  from  heaven.  “Elijah  finally  as- 
cends to  heaven  in  a fiery  chariot,”  related 
Mr.  Pixton. 

The  oratorio  highlights  the  principal 
episodes  in  Elijah’s  life.  These  events  in- 
clude the  calling  down  fire  from  heaven, 
raising  the  dead  son  of  a widow,  and  his 
ascent  to  heaven,  explained  Mr.  Pixton. 

HOW  DOES  AN  oratorio  differ  from 
“other  dramatic  presentation?  “The  distinc- 
tive feature  of  an  oratorio  is  the  role  the 
chorus  plays,”  explained  Mr.  Pixton.  In  op- 
era the  leads  are  individuals,  but  in  an  ora- 
torio the  lead  is  many  times  played  by  the 
chorus. 

The  chorus  also  plays  the  protagonist 
to  the  lead  or  may  remove  itself  from  the 
scene  to  make  commentary  on  the  story 
being  told,  continued  Mr.  Pixton. 

THE  DRAMA  of  the  oratorio  is  re- 
flected in  the  chorus  and  soloists  rather 
than  in  scenery  and  costumes.  The  audi- 
ence should  note  how  the  chorus  assumes 
different  roles,  added  Mr.  Pixton. 

A feature  special  to  this  occasion  is  the 
use  of  two  newly  purchased  and  installed 
high-fidelity  speaker  systems  which  are 
used  to  make  up  for  the  small  size  of  the 
choir  relative  to  the  orchestra.  Also  sec- 
tional microphones  will  be  used,  said  Mr. 
Pixton.

President  Wilkinson’s  ration- 
alization of  Sunday  participa- 
tion on  the  College  Bowl  tele- 
vision program  does  not  satisfy 
me.  Even  though  he  has  labeled 
me  ‘ Pharisee,”  I still  must  dis- 
agree with  him. 

HE  SAYS  THERE  is  a dif- 
ference between  baseball  and 
the  College  Bowl  as  Sunday 
activities.  What  difference?  I 
see  none.  Baseball  is  played  on 
Sundays  to  insure  larger  aud- 
iences and  more  profits;  the 
College  Bowl  is  played  on  Sun- 
day to  insure  larger  audiences 
and  more  money  from  the  spon- 
sors. Is  there  a difference  be- 
tween the  activities  them- 
selves? 

A man  may  work  with  his 
head  or  with  his  hands,  but  it 
is  still  work.  The  Sabbath  is  in- 
tended to  be  a day  of  rest  from 
regular  labors.  I (and  all  those 
holding  scholastic  scholarships) 
must  yiew  myself  as  a profes- 
sional student.  I get  paid  for  ex- 
celling on  examinations.  To 
participate  on  College  Bowl  is 
to  take  an  examination. 

HOW  CAN  IT  BE  justified? 
Since  I rarely  play  baseball,  for 
me  to  play  baseball  on  Sunday 
would  be  far  better  than  for 
me  to  study  or  take  an  examin- 
ation. My  situation  may  differ 
from  that  of  members  of  the 
baseball  team,  but  it  isn’t  likely 
to  differ  much  from  that  of 
members  of  the  College  Bowl 
team. 

President  Wilkinson  also  jus- 
tifies participation  on  College 
Bowl  because  the  team  will  be 
allowed  to  explain  BYU’s  ‘‘goals 
and,  standards.”  That  is.  BYU 
is  willing  to  drop  its  standards 
for  a chance  to  explain  them! 
Should  a missionary  go  into  a 
bar  and  drink  with  those  there- 
in, so  that  he  can  get  a chance 
to  preach  the  Word  of  Wisdom 
to  them?  How  inconsistent! 

THE  ONLY  REAL  justifica- 
tion President  Wilkinson  is 
able  to  give  is  that  he  has  the 
approval  of  the  First  Presi- 
dency, and  I wonder  how  much 
approval  he  does  have.

Russia  worries  about  U.  S.  Navy 


LONDON,  (UPI) — Russia  is 
urgently  reorganizing  its  navy 
in  the  face  of  growing  American 
nuclear  dominance  on,  above 
and  under  the  seas,  the  author- 
itative Jane’s  Fighting  Ships 
reported  recently. 

The  new  edition,  of  the  refer- 
ence book  was  published  coin- 
cident with  a belief  in  naval 
circles  that  Russia  is  trying  to 
develop  a torpedo  with  a nuc- 
lear warhead  in  an  effort  to 
counter  the  American  armada 
of  58  aircraft  carriers. 


IN  THE  EVENT  of  war  the 
carriers  could  loose  hundreds  of 
planes  carrying  nuclear  weapons 
against  Russian  targets.  One  of 
the  top  Soviet  priorities  is  how 
to  deal  with  this  threat  to  its 
lifelines. 

Russia,  with  more  submar- 


ines than  the  rfest  of  the  world 
combined,  is  expected  in  any  fu- 
. ture  war  to  try  to  saturate  the 
oceans  with  its  underseas  craft. 
If  it  could  perfect  an  atomic  tor- 
pedo it  would  intensify  the 
danger  to  allied  ships. 

JANE’S  SAID  the  United 
States  has  two  nuclear  warhead- 
ed  torpedoes  designed  as  sub- 
marine killers — “Subroc”  and 
“Astor.”  But  until  now  there 
have  not  been  any  reports  of 
Russian  progress  in  this  field. 

The  major  reorganization  of 
the  Russian  navy  is  so  thorough 
that  Premier  Nikita  S.  Khrush- 
chev has  had  to  reverse  the 
opinion — freely  offered  the 
U.  S.  Navy  during  his  San 
Francisco  visit — that  the  cruis- 
er is  obsolete.
